FYI: SOVIET ANXIETY WAS UNDOUBTEDLY HEIGHTENED BECAUSE 
GROMYKO WAS HOSTING LUNCHEON FOR SECRETARY AT EMBASSY LATER 
THAT DAY. END FYI. 

2. EARLIER SEPTEMBER 28 DEPARTMENT CONTACTED SECRET SERVICE 
AND METROPOLITAN POLICE TO ENSURE THAT ADEQUATE SECURITY
